WASHINGTON, Feb. 20—Local 
draft boards will have to triple in­ 
duction calls of men over 30 be­ 
fore the end of the year, accord­ 
ing to Selective Service Director 
Lewis B Hershey. 
Manpower requirem ents of the 
armed forces will increase steadily 
during the next few’ months, he 
said, and with a rapidly depleting 
pool of young men "induction of 
older men will be our only alterna­ 
tive."

In cutting across the island be­ 
low the airfield, the Marines iso­ 
lated the strong Japanese posi­ 
tions on MT. Suribachi volcano, 
from the crater of which the en­ 
emy was shelling the Americans.

" U n i t y . . . is a m a i n pi l l ar in the edifice of 
your real independence . . . of that very’ liberty, which 
you so highly prize." 
Today, the mighty America that Washington knew 
only in his dreams, yet labored for and suffered for, 


must be on constant guard against disunity. 
And to the extent that we remember the common 
sense lesson that Washington taught us, depends the 


measure of our final victory in this war.
